whereupon Judge Kalua delivered to 
them the following able charge: 


CHARGE TO JURY- 


"Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: You 


have been •summoned from your homes 
fpr the purpose of inquiring into and 
Asking presentment of offences and find- 
ing indictments against persons who 
have violated the laws of i-iia Territory, 
which have' been committed within this 
circuit, and are triable by this court. 
"It is. my "sad duty' to inform you that 
there will, be presented by the Deputy 
Attorney General a case' which involves 
the death penalty, tbat of the Territory 
of Hawaii vs. Yisoimoto Yaehisuke, a 
Japanese laborer at Lanaiaa, charged 
-cwitto, tbe^nrorder of a-woman.1

•haH b* brought before you. and If you 


- are satisfied and have reasonable cause 
: to believe that the crime has been com-

-guilt or innocence will be inquired into 
and finally passed upon by the Petit 
Jury. 
':. "It is not necessary in order to find an 
indictment that you should be satisfied 
of tbe guilt of the defendant beyond a 
reasonable doubt, but you must be satis- 
fled from the-evidence that a crime has 
been committed, and that there is a rea- 
sonable and probable cause to believe 
that the prisoner charged before you 
committed that crime. In other words., 
the Territory • is bound to make out , sr 
prima facie case against the person 


' charged. 
"This la the second Grand Jury that 
has been summoned within this Judicial 


• circuit, and while your principal duty 
consists In inquiring into offences com- 
mitted within tbe Jurisdiction of this 
court, 'you have a right to inspect all 
public buildings situate anywhere on the 
Islands of Maul, Molokai and TAnal; you 
have a right to examine the books and 
accounts of an public, officers within this 
circuit. You have certain inquisitorial 
powers, and It will be your duty to in- 
quire Into and see that the laws of this 
Territory are enforced by the several 
District Magistrates within this Judicial 
circuit. You have the right to make a 
presentment against any citlwn . whom 
you may know of your own knowledge -to 
have violated the laws of this Territory. 


"Your attention is especially directed 


to the law with reference to the illegal 
sale of spirituous or malt liquors. • 


"It has been reported to this court tbat 
a large number of persons are engaged 
in the illegal sale of liquor in th* Die* 
trict of Lahalna 
this court. 


and elsewhere within 


•Tbe Legislature has provided for th* 
issuing of light wines and beer licenses, 
as wen a* the sale of spirituous liquors; 
and persons who wish to engage in this 
traffic must apply to the proper authori- 
ties to obtain a license; and It will be 
your duty to make a thorough examina- 
tion Into these alleged illegal sales, and 
find such indictment* as you may, after 
careful 
examination, 
determine upon 
against any and all persons wbota you 
may have reason to believe, and are sat- 
lafled from the evidence, have been and 
are violating the liquor law of this Ter- 
ritory. 
•This law hui been placed upon the 
statute book for tbe protection of the 
Government and tbe people; and it is un- 
fair to those who apply for and pay for 
their license* to sell liquor tbat persons 
should carry on the business illegally, 


"Police officers ar* charged with tb* 


enforcement of this law within their 
•everal district*; and If they have faded

you 


'During your deliberations and vote as 
to whether or not you will present an 
Indictment, no person not a member of 
your body can be present Any Infringe- 
ment of this rule will render an indict- 
ment presented by yon invalid. 
"As you are aware, your oath binds 


you to secrecy. It is not necessary for 
me to enlarge or comment upon this, be- 
cause I am satisfied you will observe se- 
crecy in-all your official acts. 
"In order to find an indictment, twelve 


of your number must agree. 
"We are to be congratulated," consid- 


ering the large floating population and 
class of people who work upon the plan- 
tations as laborers, that there is an ab- 
sence of the more serious crimes which 
are committed In other communities. 
"Your powers and duties are co-exten- 


sive and limited by the criminal Juris- 
diction of this court, of which you are a 
constituent part. 
"I have appointed Mr. R. C. Searle as 


foreman of this Grand Jury. 


"You 
will now retire and enter upon 


the performance of your important and 
responsible duties, and I am satisfied 
that you will give serious care and con- 
sideration to the various matters which 
witt be given you in charge, and which 
you win have to perform during this ses- 
sion of this Circuit Court."

They explained 


to the Congressman the situation of af- 
fairs In Hawaii, which, briefly stated, 
they represented to be as follows: 


Dole has become unpopular with 


the natives and the Independent Re- 
publicans.-, and a movement was started 
to unseat him. He Is suffering from a 
threatened attack of paresis, acording 
to a rumor, and is unable to fulfill the 
duties of the office. Estee. who Is Fed- 
eral Judge of Hawaii, has grained a 
great measure of popularity, and a 
large percentage of the people favor 
making him Governor. 
Wilcox sits next to Representative 


Woods in the House of Representatives, 
and Woods Is reported to have consid- 


erable influence with him. At any rate. 
Wilcox and Beckley went directly to 
Woods' office upon their arrival, and 
requested him to accompany them to 
the President, who was then in the 
metropolis. He did so, and all three 
had an interview with the chief execu- 
tive, who has the appointment of the 
Governor of Hawaii. 


Although the object of calling upon 


McKlnley was to gain the good will of 
the administration in favor of Estee, 
the matter was handled delicately, the 
Representatives merely reporting the 
condition of affairs at Hawaii and the 
sentiment of a large number of people 
there. 
"Did McKlnley express himself as 


against Dole?" asked a reporter whe 
interviewed Congressman Woods to- 
'day.

| "Why, no; he would not hit a sick 
man." was the reply. "He advised 
Beckley to return to Hawaii and come 
back after the Legislature had adjourn- 
ed, -when he would have another meet-

work in the Lower House yesterday 
tkan the day before. The morning 
session was spent In a long and learned 
discussion on "Pol Making as an In- 
herited Art," In which the majority ol 
the House expressed themselves.

MORNING SESSION. 


"When the House met yesterday, Akl- 


na said there was a tendency on the 
part of certain legislators to remain 
under the algeroba trees until the lat- 
est possible moment. Instead of stay- 
Ing outside, they should come In, and 
take at least an apparent interest in 
affairs. 
Dickey renewed his motion of yester- 


day to the effect that the three heads 
of the departments be given equal sal- 
aries, the three departments mentioned

Works. Immediately succeeding this 
motion, Mahoe moved that the said sal- 
aries be $8,000. Paile, who evidently 
has an axe for Dole, said that the office 
of Attorney-General was well paid at 
(6,000.

At this rate the Legislature 
would never get through. 
Aylett 


moved an amendment to the motion 
jefore the House, and proposed that 
:he Board of Education be made the 
equal of the three mentioned depart- 
ments, both In prominence and salary. 
Makekau moved that the whole matter 
be put over until the laet day of the 
Legislature, then the legislators would 
lot be wasting time by constantly re- 
doting on the same things. 


Without any apparent reason,

Board of Health was laid on the-oper- 
itlng table, and the Home Rulers un- 
sheated their scalpels. Mossmon, fresh 
trom his investigations of last week. 
ook the floor, and reiterated his opin- 
on of the City Sanitary Inspector 
Hossman again accused him of being 
i parasite' on the Territorial payroll, 
rhe speaker said that this officer came 
to work whenever It suited his own 
rweet will, and stayed as long as the 
whim of the moment dictated 
Then came tbe dissertation on poi. 


ECumulae had first try. He thought

The salary of the assistant 
was not tampered with. 
The salary of fish and poi inspector 


for Hilo was placed at $720. 
The position of stockman was declar- 
ed to be worth $1,080. There will be 
no assistant clerk for the next two 
years 
The position of 
stenographer 
was declared void. Janitor and mes- 
senger service passed at $720; also, thfe 
officer for registered women, at $960. 
Tbe salary of the attendant for non- 


leprous children was raised from $2,400 
to $3,182. The office of Inspector of 
plumbing produced a decided 
riffle. 
uid a stiff breeze waa raised. Enough 
breath was expended to make a Kan- 
sas cyclone look like a summer zephyr. 
Kumalae said all the present plumber 
did was to go around and watch his 
assistants work. Aylett proceeded to 
do the Demosthenes act. He needed 
no pebbles to aid him in bis speech, 
jut talked like a runaway phonograph.

>roverb applied to the condition of 
hlngs was not apparent, but Kaniho 
thought it extremely pat, for in a 
speech, which was a continuation of his 
previous remarks, he repeated the aph- 
orism. Mossman moved that the re- 
port of the committee be accepted. 
Here the suggestion was made that 
he excavating and -garbage removing 
be combined, with a sustaining fond 
of $76,680. This satisfied everyone, and 
he motion wait through on ball bear- 
ngs.

I myself did not begin the work upon 
which I am to report until thle morning. 
I have tb* consideration of the fish ques- 
tion to took at from a commercial point 
•f view, while my associates will handle 
it scientifically. The future fish laws of 
tote Territory will to a degree be govern- 
ed by our combined report. The United 
States Government can paw fishing laws 
that wfil affect her citizens, or any one

THE BOERS ARE 


AGAIN ACTIVE 


LONDON, June L—The reticence of 
the government regarding the battle of 
Vlakfontein and other military events 
of some Importance which have recent- 
ly occurred at widely separated points 
to South Africa, has led to considera- 
ble anxiety. This la to no way allayed 
by the curious answer of the War Of- 
fice today to fe question regarding the 
accuracy or otherwise of the Boer re- 
port that the British were defeated 
near Pretoria May Id, losing 4« killed, 
80 wounded. COO prisoners, and 
six 
gans. The reply which the War Of- 
fice vouchsafed, "we have no official 
information," has aroused some mis- 
givings. 
NEW YORK, June L—A dispatch to 
the Tribune, from London, says: Gen- 
eral Kitchener's account of the battle 
of Vlakfontein serves to increase pub- 
lic Interest In tb,e Boer war. Two facts 
stand ont: First, the determined na- 
ture of the Boer assault upon an In- 
trenched position fifty mile* from Jo 
bannesburg, add secondly, the heavy 
losses suffered by both sides.

The death of Flu John Porter -which 


wa» anno-unced tn the late dispatches 
r«%l%e» the memory of a CU11 War

AftwJ*h»j, battle 
Porter was cashiered, and He remained 
out of the army until Cleveland's ad- 
ministration, -when, owing largely to 
the influence- of General Grant, 
who

It waa probable that Porter did his 


full duty at the second Bun Run, but 
It was necessary to find a scape-goat 
for Pope, and Porter was the most con- 
venient man. 
McCItllan was on the 


blacklist, to be his friend and a Demo- 
crat besides, was enough to condemn 
him In the North. Not till long years 
afterward 
did 
the public mind calm 


down enough to realize the mediocrity 
of Pope, the high qualities of Porter 
and the genuine soldiership of McClel- 
lan in making his army of clerks and 
ploughboys Into a compact and disci- 
plined body of soldiers before throwing 
them against a stubborn enemy defend- 
ing home and fireside. Only now do 
people begin to see. with clearness, the 
relative proportions of Civil War heroes 
and events. 


Porter's and McClellan's cases show 


two things of import—that politics 
should have no place in the conduct of 
an army, and that the general who be- 
gins a war Is least likely to end it. 
McClellan and Beauregard sowed; the 
harvests were reaped by Grant and 
Lee 
In the Boer war White planted, 


Buller watered, and the increase went 
to Lord Roberts 
Merriam hurried to 


the Philippines and marked out 
the 


ground, Otis traversed it with what 
seemed to the public to be aimless 
wandering, and MacAruthur, who got 
the benefit of his predecessors* work, 
came in for the laurels. Tbe post of

WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 


The Springfield Republican ie never 


Just or well informed in its comments 
on Hawaii, and in dealing, with the1 
record of the Legislature here it tries 
to make an exparte case for the^Home 
Rule element which, as usual "-with ex- 
parte cases, conveys only a ha|f truth. 
The Advertiser has already printed the 
Republican's views, but it will, do no 
barm to repeat them: 


The Legislature of Hawaii is-roundly 


condemned by the white* of ^he-lalanda, 
and <fcvernor Dole has officially branded 
the body as Inefficient and "wasteful of 
both time and money." Doubtless- the 
natives have made alow and Btfffigling 
work of it. but there Is this to be said 
on the other side: The session, was the 
first one under- tbe new Territorial gov- 
ernment, and H; was limited to 
two 


months. Now the Massachusetts and 
Connecticut Legislatures 
began their 


present sessions the first week in Janu- 
ary, and they have not yet reached an 
adjournment, although four and oae-balf 
months have elapsed. Queen Elizabeth 
once asked the Speaker of tbe House 
what had passed In the Commons, and 
he answered, "Five week. Your Majes- 
ty " It is no new thing for legislative 
bodies, new and old, in the most advanc- 
ed countries, to waste time, not to men- 
tion money. The Hawaiian Legislature 
ought certainly to be allowed more than 
sixty days for the Initial legislative work 
of a new government, before hejng un- 
qualifiedly condemned. Back of all else, 
however, in Hawaii, is the poetical an- 
tagonism between whites and natives, 
arising from the forcible overthrow of 
tbe native government in 1831 The Leg- 
islature and the Executive are at sword's 
points, which 
explains 
somewhat the 


failure of the first session. 


There is no Just comparison between 


the Legislature of Hawaii and the law- 
making bodies of' Massachusetts and 


i Connecticut. The former legislates, or 
is supposed to do so, for about 150,000 
people, including a majority of Asiatic 
coolies, and for a Territory, the organi- 
zation of which has, in the main, been 
already made by Congress. Our Leg- 
islature, in fact, has the small import- 
ance of a mainland board of aldermen, 
while the Legislatures of Connecticut 
and Massachusetts make laws for mil- 
lions of people and greatly diversified 
industries. 
Either of the latter bodies 


needs more than double the time of the 
former. 


The point against the Hawaiian Leg- 


islature is not so much its waste of time 
as Its waste of opportunity 
Everybody 


here knows that sixty days were enough 
for all the purposes for which the law- 
makers were called together. But the 
opportunities of thirty days were used 
up in senseless and childish gabble over 
a bill to pay the members for their 
work and to exempt female dogs'from 
taxation, and at the end of sixty days 
the needful revenue measures had not 
beqp touched The Home Rule major- 
ity were simply working to compel a 
continued session for the sake of the 
salaries and the steals.

OUR PUBLIC LANDS. 


Among the casuals on the Sherldant 


bouridntor II anlla, and who have been 
Interested sightseers In Honolulu and 
vloln'ty for the past two or three day*, 
IB Congressman John F. Shafroth, of 
Colorado. He IB an active member of 
the labile Lands Committee, and dur- 
ing Ma brief stay here, had used both 
his eye* and ears in obtaining infor- 
mation that will assist him in making 
an Intelligent report when he return* 
to Washington. When asked what the 
result'"** his investigations had been, 
Congressman Shafroth replied: 


"It is bard to make positive state- 


ments regarding a country that one 
baa seen BO little of as I have of this. 
The thing that has Impressed me most 
forcibly however. I think. Is the won- 
derful fertility of the soil here. Never, 
anywhere else, have I seen a place 
where such a small area would yield 
such a return, with so little effort. An- 
other thing that has impressed me is 
the fact that special land laws irill 
have to be made for the Islands. Until 
last week I had always held that the 
general land laws of the United States 
should hold wherever the Stars and 
Stripes floated, but since coming here, 
and seeing the limited territory you 
have, and all of that not suitable for 
cultivation, I am convinced that no 
one should be allowed to 
homestead 


more than forty acres of arable land. 
While the amount seems small to one 
who has been living In a country where 
a man could homestead 160 acres, it is 
amply sufficient here, where anything 
stuck in the ground will grow. In the 
States, where the land laws were -orig- 
inally put Into effect, the land, Buch 
as it waa, would not support a man 
and his family unless it was of the 
amount specified. Again, we had more 
land. Even now, the amount of arid 
lands in the States which can be 
brought under cultivation, IB immense- 
ly larger than the whole Hawaiian 
Territory. • I took a ride, on your rail- 
road today, and I could not but be 
impressed with the fact that there la 
a large- fraction of your land, that, BO 
far as I could make out from a car 
window, was practically 
worthless. 


This will reduce the area of land suit- 
able for homes. 
> 


"I am a foe to the large land-holder. 


He IB a necessity in thje economy of 
things, and Is indispensable in open- 
ing up a country, but when It comes 
to settling up the same, lie should not 
be encouraged. 


'"The strength of a country depends 


upon the number of her citizens who 
have homes. In order to provide her 
subjects with these, it is absolutely 
necessary that the nation should bave 
her domain at her immediate 
dispo- 
sal, and that she should dispose of her 
territory to ber citizens at the lowest 
figure she possibly can 
I nope that 


the time is not far distant when the 
small land-holder will be found from 
one end of your Island territory to tne 
other. 


"The first thing that will have to be 


done to assist the settlement of these 
Islands by the 
small 
holder, la to 


frame laws that will be to his Interest, 
that will make him fee] that Uncle 
Sam is taking an interest in him. Then, 
as large holdings expire, to throw them 
open to settlers. All this will take 
time. It cannot be done in a day. It 
it a matter where haste must be made 
slowly. Mistakes along the 
line of 


which I speak are fatal to the best 
interests of the individual, and conse- 
quently, the commonwealth. 


"The higher courts have decided that 


the constitution does not follow 
the 
flag. I was dreadfully disappointed in 
that decision. I had hoped for some- 
thing different. Whether the matter is 
settled for once and for all, I am to- 
tally unable to say. Things are mov- 
ing along so prosperously that people 
are not giving much time to discussing 
finespun 
political 
theories. 
There 


seems to be a tendency just now for 
the American people to put up with 
what they have, so long as It creates 
no unpleasant feeling. On the other 
hand there is a possibility that a vast 
field of Inquiry will be opened up by 
this recent decision, Just aa the Dred 
Scott opinion did. When It is decided 
that an import duty may be levied on 
goods taken from the Territories of 
Arizona or Oklahoma, there is little 
use to make remonstrance. 


"I am making the present trip in the 


interest of the committee of which I 
am a member 
I shall stay in the 


Philippine Islands some time, examin- 
ing conditions, and make a report of 
my investigations upon my return 
home. I am surprised at the high de- 
gree of civilization I have found 
In 


your city. It is something wonderful, 
to find away out here, a community 
that shows such signs of progress and 
advancement." 


VOLCANOES AND THE WEATHER. 
Volcanic phenomena, says the Liter- 


ary Digest, have been a standing puzile 
to scientific men, and It can not be 
said that they are yet agreed regard- 
ing the primary causes of eruptions. 
Some recent attempts to connect vol- 
canic outbreaks with astronomical 
or 


meteorological 
phenomena are 
inter- 


esting. Two of these are discussed in 
Cosmos (Paris, April 
£7), by M 
P 


Qoggla, in an article on "The Last 
Phase of Activity of Vesuvius." This 
phase, the author tells us, although it 
has been marked by no great catas- 
trophes, has been "fertile in observa- 
tions and Investigations," which have 
been brought to public attention by 
papers read before the various learned 
societies 
He speaks particularly of 


attempts to connect the varying phases 
of the volcano's 
activity with 
the 


phases of ther moon on the one hand 
and wlthT&e amount of rainfall on the 
other 
Says the writer- 


' During the last three years of his 


life, Professor Palmier! thought that 
he had established a relationship be- 
tween the phases of the moon and the 
actl\lty of Vesuvius analogous to that 
existing between the periodic move- 
ments of the sea (the tides), and the 
afre of the moon • • • . h e even at- 
tempted to show that In every twenty- 
four' hours there was a maximum and 
a minimum of volcanic force corres- 
ponding to the passage of the moon ov- 
er the meridian. This was a seductive 
idea, but It would have a better bast* 
jtf the existence of a central ftr* eotrtd 
b* «*Ub!Uh*d Irrefutably. 
Probably. 


alao, M. Palmfert, under the influence 
of a preconceived Idea, tow Jed to jrfen- 
eraltse from facts due simply to chaooe.

The powers and duties pertaining to the 
executive office cannot thus be tossed 
like a shuttlecock beteween tb« battle- 
dores of an invalid's caprices. 


But whatever the common law -eflni- 


tlon of the word "disability," its defini- 
tion In Hawaii Territory is fixed beyond 
a peradventure by section 18 of tbe Or- 
ganic Act, which makes incapable of vot- 
ing or holding office any idiot, insane 
person, person expelled from the Legist 
lature for giving or receiving bribes, or 
person convicted of felony. Sections 18 
and TO of the Organic Act must b« con- 
strued In part materla. It was beld In 
State vs. Cornell, 68 Neb.. 
666, that 


"Special provisions in a statute relating 
to a particular subject matter must pre- 
vail over general provisions in conflict 
therewith." It Is an elementary princi- 
ple of law that the expres mention of 
one thing in a statute implies the exclu- 
sion of another thing. "Erpresslo unlsis 
est exclusio alterius, and Congress hav- 
ing denned In section IS of the Hawaiian 
Organic Act what shall constitute dis- 
ability, no other definition can be made.

probably increase the amount received 
from taxes on real estate some SO per 
dent in the city during the term. 


'• Tbfe pay of mtssenger Is raised from 
$40 to-160 per month, which we think. 
Is fair for one who la personally re* 
sponslble for the safe keeping of docu- 
ments worth probably over a million 
$ 'dollars, and which do not have the 
protection of fire-proof vaults. 
The pay of third assistant and of 
draughtsman, have been merged into 
ones so as to allow the department to 
secure the services of one^ood man. 
The salary of the meteorologist has 
been raised from $2,400 to $3,000. This 
officer assists in the office when not 
engaged in his technical work, and 
mow than earns tbe salary proposed. 
Tha federal government will probably 
take over this office in a few months, 
and in that case the appropriation will 
not be used, except temporarily. 


We feel that nothing .should t>e done 
to cripple the usefulness of this bu- 
reau, and recommend that the salaries 
pass as in the bill. It may be that 
the fhtems in the current expenditures 
bill, can, some of them, be reduced 
without serious injury. 


Immediately following this, the ap- 
prdpriation for the band came up for 
consideration.

TERRITORY CEDES 


VALUABLE LAND 


Fifty two Acies Turned Over 


to the Agricultural 


Department. 


The Territory of Hawaii ceded to the 


United States Government >esterday all 
the land in Kewalo-uka, with a few ex- 
emptions, for the use of the Experiment 
Station which has recently been estab- 
lished in the Islands under the United 
States Agricultural Department, Acting 
Governor Cooper, by the authority vest- 
ed In him, and in accordance with the- 
Act to provide a Government for the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, ceded the tract of land 
which contains fifty-two acres more or 
less 
The cession is an important transfer, 


and, 
although the Territory is stripped 


of a large amount of suburban city prop- 
erty, the city will undoubtedly be 
the 


gainer by tbe extension of the residence 
portion of Honolulu to the boundaries of 
tne reservation 
The tract lies on the 


slopes of Tantalus and the crater of the 
Punchbowl. The Government reserves 
from the transfer a Government lot on 
Tantalus which begins at a point on 
Forest Ridge, the stone quarry site in 
Kewalo on the east side of the slopes of 
Punchbowl, the United States Navy Hos- 
pital reservation, the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital reservation and the Punch- 
bowl reservation.

is that the change in our Jury system 
and the inaugurating of the Grand Jury 
has Increased the expenses of all Circuit 
Court*.

000, and as there^are four terms a year, 
the estimate is based upon the cost of 
-that term. Upon the suggestion of the 
Chief Justice, the expenses of 
each 


Circuit Court for the other circuits have 
each been set apart for the reason that 
each Judge will then know what sum of 
money Is set apart for the expenses of 
his circuit. Heretofore the expenses 
hare ail been taken out of the lump ap- 
propriation. and each Circuit Judge was 
notified by the clerk of the Judiciary De- 
partment how much of such lump appro- 
priation was to be used by him. The sums 
recommended are expected to be suffl- 
rlent, and are based upon data and the 
Mpenws of the different circuits, receiv- 
ed since the Grand Jury system has 
been in practice in the Territory.

ported in all quarters as improving. May 
was one of tbe dullest in tbe past twelve 
months, but as trade Is gradually im- 
proving the outlook Is encouraging.

is cheerful to note, also, that there has 
been but one failure, and that a small 
•ne, during-the year. The discontinu- 
ance of the Hilo branch of the First 
American Savings & Trust Co. should 
not be taken as an indication that Hllo 
is going to the demnition bow-wows; the 
First Bank of Hllo has been increasing 
its business from day to day, and its 
stockholders have received splendid re- 
turns on their investment. The reason 
for th* difference in the two rival con- 
cerns is that the one about to retire from 
the field Is backed almost entirely by Ho- 
•olutu capital; it is without a local'board 
of directors and all applications for loans 
must be submitted to Honolulu before ac- 
tion can be taken. •* Frequently this means 
one or two and sometimes three weeks' 
delay. With the First Bank of Hllo ap- 
plications are passed upon almost imme- 
diately and the business man in need of 
funds knows at once whether or not he 
wOl be accommodated. Business flows 
in the direction where it meets the least 
resistance and delay in the matter of get-

The cap- 
tain afterwards brought his vessel to 
Hilo and reported the accident to Super- 
intendent Poor. Another accident to a 
wader's sailor happened last week at 
Honohma. A Japanese sailor, who was 
going ashore for his own pleasure, fell 
from the sling and broke his neck.—Her- 
ald.

TWO JAPANESE 


LABORERS KILLED 


MAUI, June 8.—A shocking catastro- 


uhe occurred at Kailua, Huelo, on tbe 
Spreckels' ditch during the morning of 
tbe 7th, by which two Japanese labor- 
ers were horribly mangled and killed. 


Mauka of tbe residence of the super- 


intendent of the ditch at Kailua is a 
water hole, separated from the main 
ditch by a small rise of solid rock. A 
gang of four Jepanese were olasting a 
side-ditch through this rock to the prin- 
cipal waterway. A bole had been drill- 
ed and powder, caps -and two fuses 
properly placed. Having lighted 
the 


fuses and waited at a safe distance be- 
yond the proper length of time for the 
explosion to take place, two Japanese, 
Uchiyama and Aomi, returned and ex- 
tracted the fuses and caps and attempt- 
ed to withdraw the giant powder, one 
and one-half sticks of It. The suppo- 
sition Is that in dotng this, they used 
a sledge hammer and four-foot drill, 
and that the concussion caused by a 
blow 
of the 
hammer exploded 
the 


powder, the effect 
of which was 
to 


smash them to pieces. One of the men 
lived a half hour and the other one and 
a half hours. 
The Japanese who is supposed to 


have held the sledge hammer had a 
big hole In the center of his forehead. 
Tbe bodies and lower extremities of 
both were blown 
Into atoms. 
What 


remained of the two unfortunates were 
found fifty feet away from the scene 
of the blasting. 


Dr. Stlth of Spreckelsville and 
Dr. 


Saga of Pala were summoned, but of 
course could render no assistance. 


Deputy Sheriff Kalama was also im- 


mediately called from hla court duties 
at Walluku, and rvrore in a jury, which 
will probably sit In about 
a week's 


time. 


A strange Incident of the affair Is 


tbat a third Japanese standing but 
five feet away from the place of ex- 
plosion was entirely uninjured. 
A 


probable explanation of this is tbat one 
of the unlucky men shielded him from 
flying pieces of rock.

readily stored up as glycogen, ronnin? 
a reserve of force-producing; material; 
It is in this form 
readily available 


when required; it becomes completely 
oxidised without any waste and leaves 
no residue." That It creates energy 
and maintains strength has been prov- 
ed by "laboratory experiments and by 
tbe experience of mountain climbers, 
of explorers and athletes, and of Ger- 
man soldiers, who have been kept on 
a diet containing a great deal ot su- 
gar. 
ft is shown also by the fine con- 
dition of the date-eating Arabs and of 
the negjbes who eat sugar cane. 
From These facts Dr. Gardner con- 


cludes that the increased height and 
weight and Improved health 'of 
the 
English people in the last half century 
are due largely to the Increased con- 
sumption of sugar. The inference Is 
plain that an Important factor In An- 
glo-Saxon superiority, in the greater 
energy and push of the race. Is the 
habit of eating more sugar than other 
nations do. 
It will be interesting to note the ef- 


fect of the rehabilitation of a sugar 
diet upon those who love It best. Will 
the attacks on the jam closet and the 
cooky box be redoubled, and greater 
capacity for caramels and bonbons be 
made manifest in etheral creatures, 
supported now by medical authority? 
Or will s\veets, no longer rorbldden, 
pall, and will sugar prescribed by the 
physician, share the odium of cod liver 
oil and blue pills 7 
The old Puritan Idea that what Is 
pleasant must necessarily be bad gets 
many a hard knock from modern sci- 
ence.— New York Sun.

SELLING ARMS 


OF THE SAMOANS 


WASHINGTON. May 31.—One of the 


final steps toward dossing up the Ba- 
moan question was taken by Secretary 
Hay today when he requested the Navy 
Department to sell at public' auction 
the 6,000 stands of arms surrendered, 
to tbr high Joint Samoan commission 
by adherents of the Samoan 
chiefs, 


Malletoa and Mataafa, and brought to 
the. .United States In the auxiliary 
cruiser Badger. 


These arms have been stored at Mare 


Island! and have been a source of 
some negotiations by the three Inter- 
ested powers—Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States. Great Britain 
and Germany finally decided that It 
would be wise to dispose of the arms, 
and they requested this Government to 
aell them. The proceeds of the sale 
will be turned over to the State De- 
partment, which will consult with the 
other powers regarding the disburse- 
ment of the money to the natives who 
delivered the arms to the commission. 


The only question remaining to be 


disposed of in connection with Samoa 
is that of claims arising out of the 
military operations that occurred on 
the island of Upoln. These) claims have 
been submitted to the King of Norway 
and Sweden for arbitration. 


IGNORING OF MALIETOA. 


SAMOA, May 8.—Malletoa Is still in 


Fiji, and the Samoans want him to 
come back. It is stated that he will 
not return until Great Britain. Ger- 
many and the United States have car- 
ried out the promises given to Malietoa 
when he was induced to abdicate the 
throne In order to give the high com- 
mission a clean field to work upon.
